OPPOSITION GROWS 
TO HOUSINGL PLANS 


ANGRY residents have blasted con¬ 
troversial plans to build hundreds of 
homes on a swathe of farmland bor¬ 
dering Old Harlow. 

Updated proposals for the construction of 
more than 1,000 homes, a new primary 
school, shops and community facilities on 
green fields off Gilden Way were unveiled at 
two public consultation meetings at Mul¬ 
berry Green Village Hall last week. 

But in scenes echoing a similar consulta¬ 
tion event in 2007 when the plans were first 
mooted, hundreds turned out to voice their 
opposition to the development. 

Those attending expressed concerns over 
increased traffic, inadequate sewage facili¬ 
ties and the extra strain any development is 
likely to put on local services including 
schools, hospitals and GP surgeries. 

A number of petitions were immediately 
started, including one by Sheering Road res-

ident Colleen Morrison who said a poll of the 
public conducted over both days of the con¬ 
sultation showed that 99 per cent of people 
attending opposed the development. 

“This is a crazy set of proposals that would 
make Harlow’s existing traffic gridlock far 
worse and place unsustainable pressures on 
our services, schools and healthcare,” she 
told the Star. 

“With thousands more houses on the cards 
for Newhall, Harlow North and the town cen¬ 
tre Gateway scheme, Harlow’s overdevelop¬ 
ment is way out of control and contrary to Sir 
Freddie Gibberd’s brilliant masterplan for the 
town.” 

The 49-hectare site at the centre of the 
storm borders The Gibberd Garden in Marsh

"It's a great place for us to go for walks and ride our 
bikes, and it would be such a shame to lose it." 

Mum Sara said: "With youngsters increasingly glued to 
their computers and TV screens, it's so important for 
them to be able to make use of the town's limited open 
spaces." 

Samuel has now sent copies of his petition to the 
developers, local councillors and the Star.

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Green light for new waste plant on industrial estate 


SIXTY jobs could be created in Harlow 
after councillors paved the way for a 
waste recycling and biomass plant in 
River Way. 

Work is set to start next summer on 
the new combined heat and power cen¬ 
tre which will treat up to 240,000 
tonnes of waste from homes and busi¬ 
nesses every year. 

Essex County Council agreed the 
plan on Friday. It is hoped the plant will 
boost recycling and landfill diversion 
levels in the area. 

However, the company behind the 


plan, Sterecycle, has still to secure the 
funding it needs to convert a seven-acre 
site at Templefields. 

Alistair Shotliff, the company’s 
development director, said: “We’re 
pleased Essex County Council has 
approved our plans for the site in 
Harlow. 

“There is a pressing need for waste 
treatment facilities in this area and this 
has been acknowledged by the plan¬ 
ning authority. 

“We are offering both local authori¬ 
ties and businesses a solution to the ris¬ 


ing landfill tax and an environmentally 
acceptable way of diverting biodegrad¬ 
able waste from landfill without rely¬ 
ing on mass burn incineration.” 

The new plant will be built inside an 
existing warehouse in River Way. 

Once operational, waste will be 
treated with steam and pressure within 
interconnecting autoclaves to separate 
recyclable material from waste that can 
then be made into biomass. 

This can then be used to enrich soil 
or as a clean source of energy. 

The facility will also generate 


enough electricity to power its own 
operation and feed electricity into the 
national grid. 

A report to the county council’s 
development and regulation committee 
said up to 60 per cent of waste can be 
recycled or mad into biomass. 

The company is currently expanding 
its facility in Yorkshire, the completion 
of which is expected in mid 2011. 

If Sterecycle can secure funding for 
the Harlow project, construction will 
begin upon completion of the centre in 
Rotherham.

It is believed the powder was a 
mild irritant and others who came 
into contact with the woman were 
also treated at the scene. 

Gareth Boynton, an emergency 
planning manager from the East of 
England Ambulance Trust, was one 
of those who attended the scene. 

“We deployed the ambulance ser¬ 
vice’s hazardous area response team 
as precaution in case the incident 


was going to be a larger-scale 
decontamination, but thankfully this 
didn’t appear to be the case and they 
assisted where needed,” he said. 

“Others at the scene who reported 
that they were unwell were checked 
over but did not need taking to hos¬ 
pital. 

“We were there for about three 
hours and left the scene in the hands 
of the police.” 

Buses from the town centre to 
Bush Fair were stopped or diverted 
while emergency services handled 
the situation. The incident was dealt 
with by 12.30pm 

A 37-year-old local man was 
arrested for possession of a Class B 
drug and has been released on 
police bail until December 14.

As with last year’s event, Fifth 
Avenue will be closed before 
and during the event due to the 
large number of spectators arriv¬ 
ing on foot to the showground. 

Limited disabled parking will 
be available free of charge on 
the showground up to 6pm. 

Meanwhile, the council is 
teaming up with County Hall, 


police and the fire service to 
launch Operation Bang Out Of 
Order in the town centre tomor¬ 
row (Friday). 

The annual campaign aims to 
highlight the dangers of misus¬ 
ing fireworks and will be backed 
up with additional police patrols 
across the town and test pur¬ 
chases at fireworks retailers to 
crackdown on illegal sales. 

The initiative will remind 
people to consider their neigh¬ 
bours before setting off fire¬ 
works and warn against the use 
of fireworks in public places. 

District commander Ben 
Hodder said: “We want people 
to have fun but not to the annoy¬ 
ance of others. 

“We want people, particularly 
young children to be safe and 
not to be a casualty of the cele¬ 
brations. We will take a hard line 
on those who show no respect 
and break the law.”

Councils braced for cuts 
as spending is squeezed

BOTH Harlow Council and 
Essex County Council are brac¬ 
ing themselves for swingeing 
budget cuts in the wake of the 
Government’s Comprehensive 
Spending Review. 

Funding for local authorities up and 
down the country will be reduced year- 
on-year and Harlow Council has 
already warned that cuts will impact 
on the services it provides. 

With pressure on councils to deliver 
what are termed priority services, it is 
likely that discretionary services will 
take the brunt of the savings. 
Examples of these in Harlow include 
The Playhouse, The Museum of 
Harlow and Pets’ Corner. 

This week Harlow Council leader 
Andrew Johnson admitted there would 
be tough times ahead but insisted no 
decisions have been made yet. 

“We know that there are valued 
services for both residents and coun¬ 
cillors and we have said that we will do 
all we can to maintain and protect the 
services most important to local peo¬ 
ple,” he told the Star. 

“These types of services are discre¬ 
tionary and, therefore, the council does 
not have to directly fund or provide 
them by law. 

“The administration has already 
outlined its commitment to keeping a 
museum service in town and it recog¬ 
nises that both The Playhouse and 
Pets’ Corner make Harlow a better and 
nicer place to live.” 

He added: “Like all councils, we are 
waiting for the full details of how our 
Government grants will be affected by 
the CSR.” 



POLITICAL activists joined forces with trade unionists 
and pensioners to stage a demonstration in Harlow town 
centre against the CRS. 

Harlow Against The Cuts held the protest last Wednesday 
to coincide with Chancellor George Osborne’s 
announcement of his £81bn cuts package. 

Group members handed out leaflets and spoke to 
members of the public about the impact they believe 
public spending cutbacks will have on jobs, wages, public 
services, benefits and pensions. 

Among those taking part were members of Harlow 
Labour Party, Harlow Respect Party, Harlow Socialist 
Workers Party and Harlow Trades Council. 


Group organiser Tom Topley said the aim was to unite 
opposition against the cuts and argue for an alternative 
policy of taxing the rich, building council houses to create 
jobs and reduce homelessness and increasing benefits and 
pensions. 

“The Harlow public seem totally opposed to this 
Government’s brutal cuts programme,” he said. “They see 
that it is an attack on the poorest and the most vulnerable 
in our society. 

“It is truly obscene that this government of millionaires 
allows the super rich to rake in massive salaries and 
bonuses and avoid billions in tax, yet at the same time can 
take £18bn a year from the poorest people in society.” 


Labour group leader Mark 
Wilkinson said he was extremely fear¬ 
ful that the ruling Conervative admin¬ 
istration would cut frontline discre¬ 
tionary budgets for the third year in a 


row. 

"The elderly have done badly in the 
last year with the cuts in funding to the 
Active Retired service,” he said. “I 
think we’re going to see more of these 


kinds of cuts. 

“The CSR was more of an attack on 
families and vulnerable people than it 
was on the people who caused the 
deficit - the bankers.” 


Liberal Democrat councillor John 
Strachan said the CSR will be bad 
news for Harlow. 

“Under the Tories we have seen 
services cut that didn’t need to be cut,” 
he said. “The administration has cut 
everything it can. 

“This gives them an excuse to cut 
even deeper and harder. It will be 
tough but there is always a choice and 
we need to get our priorities right.” 

Over at Essex County Council, 
bosses are also waiting to hear what 
the final settlement grant will be from 
the Government. 

Council leader Peter Martin said: 
“There clearly is going to be some 
financial pain for all local govern¬ 
ment. 

“Here in Essex we have been 
preparing for this for some time and 
we are well ahead of many other coun¬ 
cils in the UK in terms of savings.” 

More detailed financial information 
for councils is expected next month. 

# BUSINESS leaders in Harlow have 
given the CSR a cautious welcome. 

Vance Rowe, chairman of the 
Harlow and District Chamber of 
Commerce, said that cuts had been 
expected by the business community. 

“What the business community 
needs is a stable financial environ¬ 
ment,” he said. “If this is what we need 
to do to create that stable environment 
then we will support it.” 

He added: “The International Mone¬ 
tary Fund upgraded the UK’s ratings 
immediately after the announcement 
so from that positive perspective we’re 
in a better position. 

“There will be some casualties too 
and that’s a concern, but Business Link 
in Essex has got funding for another 
year which is good news.”

CUTS to the number of police oficers on the streets of Essex 
are “inevitable” in the wake of the CSR. 



Essex Police will have to save around £50m by 2014 as a 
result of reductions in Government funding and other 
financial pressures faced by the force. 

Deputy Chief Constable Andy Bliss, pictured, said the 
constabulary will have to make major changes. 

“As more than 80 per cent of our budget is spent on officer 
and support staff salaries, there will inevitably be fewer 
staff employed by us as we move forward to 
work in a climate of tighter budgets,” he 
said. 

“We are currently working on a 
completely new blueprint for policing and 
are taking the opportunity fundamentally 
to re-design all aspects of how we deliver 
our services.” 

He added that there was still scope to 
cut more spending without affecting 
local policing, despite savings of 
£17m made in the past two years. 

Sharing the costs of services by 
working closely with other forces is 
already saving the constabulary 
cash and there is potential for 
further collaborative work in the 
future. 


WORK has 
already begun on 
an efficiency drive 
at Harlow’s 
Princess Alexandra 
Hospital in 
Harlow. 

NHS funding has 
been protected by 
the Government 
but ever-increasing 
costs and cuts in 
other services 
mean PAH NHS 
Trust will still have 
to tighten its belt. 

A spokeswoman 
said: “Despite 
minimal real term 
growth across the 
NHS, additional 
annual costs such 
as inflation on 
drug costs and pay 
awards will need to 
be accounted for 
within our existing

these. 

“In addition, the 
large cuts to social 
care budgets could 
put extra pressure 
on NHS services. 

In reality this will 
require the trust to 
ensure it works 
much smarter and 


harder.” 

She added: “The 
trust has already 
begun work on an 
efficiency drive 
through which we 
continue to identify 
cost savings and 
remove 
inefficiencies 
without negatively 
affecting patient 
safety and quality.” 



THE Chief Fire Officer for 
Essex has warned the service 
faces a period of significant 
change as it copes with the 
impact of the CSR. 

Essex County Fire & Rescue 
Service estimates the funding it 
receives from the Government 
will be slashed by around a 
quarter over the next four years. 

As the grant makes up around

half of the budget of the service, 
it will lose around 13 per cent of 
its funding overall - around 
£7.6m. 

“We are disappointed,” said 
CFO David Johnson. “This is not 
good news for Essex. 


“The Government has high¬ 
lighted seven areas where they 
believe inroads can be made. 
These are the introduction of 
flexible staffing arrangements, 
improved sickness management, 
pay restraint and recruitment 
freezes, shared services and back 
office functions, improved pro¬ 
curement, sharing chief officers 
and other senior staff and volun¬ 


tary amalgamations betwe-en 
fire and rescue authorities. 

“The level of cuts will mean 
significant change for the serv¬ 
ice but we have a short period of 
time to consider all of our 
options now. 

“A number of areas are still 
under review. What we need to 
do now is sit down and find our 
way through this.”

FORMER Harlow MP Bill 
Rammell slammed the cuts, 
saying a “coach and horses 
had been driven through 
fairness”. 

The former Labour minister 
said that the poorest were 
certain to be hit the hardest 
by cuts, especially with the 
planned shake-up in social 
housing shake up. 

“What fails me is what they’re 
doing on the housing front,” 
he said. “The impact on 
Harlow will be that many 
people will be forced to come 
out of places like London to 
compete for housing with 
people here.” 

He added: “The latest 
Institute for Fiscal Studies’ 
report drove a coach and 
horses through the fairness 
argument that has been put 
about by the Tories and Lib 
Dems. These cuts will hit the 
poorest first.” 

He added: “It’s no 



exaggeration that these are 
the most colossal cuts in 
public spending that we have 
ever seen, the biggest in 
percentage terms since the 
1920s. I genuinely believe that 
they are more than what is 
necessary to reduce the 
deficit; about £40bn more 
than what is necessary. 

“The public finances are 
better than the former 
chancellor Alisdair Darling 
predicted. The Tories really 
are radically shrinking the 
State.” 


THE CONSERVATIVE 
POLITICIAN 


HARLOW MP Robert 
Halfon said measures set out 
in the CSR were not easy but 
that they would be welcomed 
by constituents. 

Mr Halfon said that spending 
on pupil premiums, Sure 
Start centres and extra tax 
credits for the youngest 
children would benefit 
poorer families most. 

“We are currently spending 
£120m a day just to cover the 
country’s economic debts,” he 
said. “How much better 
would it be if we could spend 
this money on public services 
and lowering taxes instead?” 
He also welcomed job 
creation measures such as the 
creation of an extra 75,000 
apprenticeships nationally. 
“Cuts are being made in 
order to get the economy 
sorted and so we can once 
again bring prosperity back 
to Britain,” he said. 

“For this reason I welcome 



the measures set out. 
Although there will be 
fundamental reform to 
welfare, the whole purpose 
will be to make it financially 
viable to get back into work.” 
Mr Halfon told the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer 
that people in Harlow would 
particulary welcome the 
resources that are going to 
cold weather payments and 
help for young children.

SANTA was seen in Harlow this week 
. . . even though Christmas is still 
eight weeks away. 

In fact, a whole host of Santas headed for 
the Town Park for the official launch of St 
Clare Hospice’s fundraising Santa Run, 
which this year will take place on Sunday, 
December 12. 

The success of last year’s inaugural run, 
which raised £7,300 for the hospice, has 
persuaded the St Clare fundraising team to 
repeat the exercise. And once again the Star 
will be supporting the event. 

More than 200 people took part in last 
year’s run, dressing up in Father Christmas 
costumes to run the 4km course around the 
Town Park. 

“It was fantastic to see so many Santas 


dash off around the park,” said Tracy 
Stratford, events fundraiser for St Clare. 
“Motorists driving past couldn't believe 
what they were seeing!” 

This year it is hoped that more than 300 
people will sign up to take part in the run, 
which starts from the Town Park 


Showground near Pets Comer at 1 lam. 

Children will receive a free Santa hat 
when they sign up while adults will receive 
a full Santa suit. 

There will also be pre-start stalls, games 
and entertainment - including a merry 
warm up - to get participants in the mood 
and off to a flying festive start. 

And you don’t have to run if you don’t 
want to. Last year some people jogged 
round while others completed the course at 
walking pace - accompanied by their dogs! 

Registration costs £15 for adults (16 and 
over) and £5 for children. Children under 15 
years old must sign up with an adult. 

This year the hopice will also be holding 
a Santa Run in Bishop’s Stortford and it is 
hoped that both events will raise £15,000 
towards the £2.3m the hospice needs so that 
it can continue providing care free of charge 
to patients and their families 

“Already this year between April and 
August St Clare has provided specialist care 
to nearly 60 families from Harlow alone,” 
said Tracy.

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Cab driver suffers cuts during unprovoked attack 


A TAXI driver was left battered 
and bleeding after a passenger 
attacked him on the outskirts of 
Harlow. 

The assailant, who had asked 
to be dropped off on the A414 at 
Eastwick, punched the driver on 
the back of the head. He then 
got out of the car, opened the 
driver’s door and headbutted the 
61-year-old victim in the face. 

The attacker and a second 


man who was also a passenger 
in the taxi then walked away. 

The taxi driver, who lives in 
Ware, suffered cuts to his left 
eye and the back of his head. He 
drove himself to Princess Alexa¬ 
ndra Hospital. 

He told police he had picked 
up his attacker and three other 
men at the taxi rank in Hertford 
during the early hours of 
Saturday. 


Two of the passengers got out 
of the car outside the Red Lion 
pub in High Street, Stanstead 
Abbotts, and the other two trav¬ 
elled on to Eastwick. 

“It was a nasty and unpro¬ 
voked attack and we need to 
catch the offender as soon as 
possible,” said Inspector Chris 
Hunt, commander of Bishop’s 
Stortford and Sawbridgeworth 
police. 


Police described the attacker 
as in his mid 20 s, of stocky 
build with short black hair. He 
wore a long sleeved white shirt 
with a distinctive horizontal red 
stripe across the middle. 

Police are appealing for wit¬ 
nesses and information about 
the assault, which happened at 
about 2.55am. Anyone who can 
help should contact Herts police 
on 0845 3300222

Puppy's face cut 
by broken glass

A FURIOUS dog owner has 
blasted litterbugs after her 10- 
month-old puppy slashed its 
mouth on broken bottles dump¬ 
ed near a Harlow playground. 

Mum Alison Cliff (32), of Spring 
Hills, was left with a £200 vet bill 
after her Staffordshire Bull Terrier 
pup Kai cut his nose and mouth on a 
pile of broken glass dumped in bush¬ 
es near the children’s play area at 
Foldcroft. 

“Kai was just sniffing around 
when he yelped in pain,” said Alison. 
“There was blood gushing from the 
wound and bits of glass stuck lodged 
in his face. 

“There was broken glass every¬ 
where - in the bushes, in the grass 
and, most worryingly, all over the 
playground itself.” 

Kai needed stitches and was put 
on a course of antibiotics to fight any 
possible infection. 

Alison added: “The play area 
seems to be a favourite meeting 
place for local yobs and they just 
dump their rubbish and broken bot¬ 
tles without a second thought for 
anyone’s safety. 

“It’s so dangerous. I’ve got a 
young daughter who loves to use the 
playground but every time I take her 
down there I have to check the area 
for broken glass before she uses any 
of the equipment. 

“Something needs to be stop the 
yobs from congregating there, espe¬ 
cially as the nights are drawing in 
now.” 

Joel Charles, chairman of Harlow 
Council’s community & citizenship 
policy working group, said it was 
important for residents to remain 
vigilant and report any acts of van¬ 
dalism to the authority or the police. 



”We deplore acts of breaking glass 
bottles in public areas, especially 
where young children play,” he said. 

“These vandals may think twice 
about their actions if it was a mem¬ 
ber of their family or pet injured.”

He added: “We arrange for broken 
glass that is reported to us to be 
cleared quickly. With this particular 
report the glass was cleared on the 
same day it was reported. 

“Council staff also regularly patrol 
playgrounds and public areas and 
report back any vandalism.” 

Inspector Tom Mitchell, of Har¬ 
low Police, told the Star: “Patrols 
have been stepped up in this area fol¬ 
lowing concerns over anti-social 
behaviour in the summer months. 

“If anyone witnesses any further 
disorder it's important that they con¬ 
tact us as soon as possible on 0300 
333 4444.”

The girls, who cannot be named for legal 
reasons, were remanded on bail until May 30 
next year with a condition they do not enter 
Essex other than for court appearances.

SIR, I attended the General Election hustings 
debate in Harlow where Bill Rammell 
claimed that the Liberal Democrat 
commitment to abolish tuition fees wasn’t 
worth the paper it was written on.

The simple reason the Liberal Democrats 
made the commitment to abolish fees, 
knowing it would be impossible to deliver, 
was that they never thought they would have 
to deal with the issue in government. The 
Liberal Democrats have always made 
fantastical claims, knowing they wouldn’t 
have to implement them. 

This time they’ve been found out and they 
ought to be utterly ashamed. I hope people 
remember this when Liberal Democrats 
come knocking for support in the local 
elections in Harlow.

If buildings are structurally strong 
they will weather the storm. How can 
we weather the storm? There is much 
we can do. 

We mustn’t be afraid to face the truth. 
It is easy to deny how serious things 
are but facing the truth is the first step 
in finding solutions. 


The voluntary sector has much to offer 
but inevitable funding cuts are already 
undermining good work. We need to be 
working together, co-ordinating 
resources as much as possible. 

Local communities can set up support 
groups and can signpost to those who 
might be able to offer advice and help. 
There needs to be close co-operation 
between the voluntary sector and the 
council. Pooling resources, addressing 
the problems together, can make a 
huge difference. 

On Shrove Tuesday next year (March 
8), the new Bishop of Chelmsford is 
planning a prayer vigil for the 
unemployed in Chelmsford. We are 
planning our own vigil in Harlow and I 
invite all to join us for that event. 

In the meantime, I would be glad to 
help gather together all who might be 
able to help so that we can work 
together to fight this evil. Please 
contact me on martin.

New appeal to catch 
killer of village loner

DETECTIVES investigat¬ 
ing the four-year-old mur¬ 
der of a 61 -year-old man at 
his home in Sheering 
believe the key to finding 
his killer still lies within 
the local community. 

The body of loner Michael 
Shipton, who was known as 
Joe, was discovered at his home 
in The Plashets in March 2006. 

Despite an investigation dur¬ 
ing which police interviewed 
more than 700 people and the 
case was featured on the BBC 
Crimewatch UK progamme, his 
killer has never been caught. 

This week Essex Police and 
members of Mr Shipton’s fami¬ 
ly issued a fresh appeal for 
information. 

Detective Sergeant Ed Mayo 
said: “Despite the passage of 
time, we are determined to find 
who killed Joe Shipton 

“Someone knows who is 
responsible and I believe that 
their conscience may be trou¬ 
bling them, so now is the time to 
contact police or give informa¬ 
tion anonymously via Cri¬ 
me stoppers.” 

Mr Shipton’s sister, Betty 
Taylor, said: “Joe is dearly 
missed by the family and we 
hope with the passage of time 
anyone with any information 
surrounding his murder can 
now come forward and help the 
police.” 

Mr Shipton was murdered 
between 4.30pm on Friday, 
March 24 2006 and 10am the 
following day. At the time 
police said he was the victim of 
a callous and cowardly attack 
and left to die alone. 

A post mortem investigation 
revealed he died of head injuries 
caused by being struck several 
times with a blunt instrument. 

His body was discovered 
after a concerned friend called 
at the house, where he lived 
alone. His wife, Johanna, left 
him in the 1980s and had taken 
their daughter, Lisa, with her to 
Denmark. 

Police found no evidence that 
the attacker forced their way in 
but are keeping an open mind 
on whether Mr Shipton knew 
his killer.

Illegal immigrant 
lied to stay in UK 



A GHANAIAN man living 
illegally in Harlow after his 
visa ran out has been jailed 
for attempting to deceive UK 
Border Agency officers. 

Imhotep Obrempong-Asiama 
(35) was sentenced to five months 
behind bars at Chelmsford Crown 
Court on Thursday after pleading 
guilty to a charge of seeking to 
avoid enforcement action by 
deception. 

The court heard Obrempong- 
Asiama was arrested at his home in 
Parsonage Leys on September 14 
after officers from the agency’s 
Immigration Crime Team visited 
the address as part of a fraud inves¬ 
tigation. 

When the defendant was asked 
for his name he provided false 
details in the hope that his immi¬ 
gration status would not be 
exposed. 

However, his true identity was 
revealed when officers took his 
fingerprints using a wrist-held 
scanner which searches immigra¬ 
tion databases and brings up 
matches in minutes. 

Speaking after the hearing, 
Adam Rogers from the ICT said: 
“He knew that if he was up front he 
would face arrest and removal from 
the UK, but he only made things 
worse for himself by lying. 

“He will still be removed from 
the UK but will now have to suffer 
the additional punishment of serv¬ 
ing some jail time. 

“No matter what scale it is on, 
whether it’s possessing fraudulent 
identity documents or simply giv¬ 
ing a false name, attempting to 
deceive the UK Border Agency is a 
serious offence with severe conse¬ 
quences. 

“Honesty really is the best poli¬ 
cy.”

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Slimming pills 'doctor' 
ordered to repay £1 m 



SUDESH MADAN 


A DOCTOR who continued to 
prescribe slimming pills to 
patients at clinics across the 
country, including one in 
Harlow, after being struck off 
the medical register has been 
ordered to pay more than £lm 
under the Proceeds of Crime 
Act. 

Sudesh Madan was told at a con¬ 


fiscation hearing held at St Albans 
Crown Court on Tuesday she had six 
months to pay the sum or face four 
years in prison. 

Earlier this year Madan (58), from 
Romford, was jailed for 18 months 
after she admitted selling 
Phentermine and Diethylpropion 
slimming pills at Easy Slim clinics 
across the country, including one at 
the Latton Bush Centre in Southern 


Way, Harlow. 

The court heard Madan led her 
patients to believe she was a doctor 
and would prescribe them the pills 
after a consultation. A week’s worth 
of pills, which could help suppress 
appetite, would typically cost £20. 

Madan used the profits from the 
sales to fund a luxurious lifestyle. 
She had a number of properties in 
the UK and overseas, drove expen¬ 
sive cars with per¬ 
sonalised plates and 
took luxury holi¬ 
days. 

She was caught 
when police offi¬ 
cers carrying out 
routine inquiries as 
part of an investiga¬ 
tion into a fatal 
road traffic colli¬ 
sion in 2009 were 
told by the driver of 
the vehicle involved 
she had been taking 
slimming pills pre¬ 
scribed by Madan. 

Although the pills 
were not found to 
have contributed to 
the road accident, 
further inquiries led 
officers to become 
aware of Madan’s 
clinics across the 
country. 

She was arrested 
in December 2009 
after officers exe¬ 
cuted a series of 
warrants at the clin¬ 
ics. During a sea¬ 
rch of home and the 
clinics they found 
24,599 Phentermine 
and 13,269 Diethyl¬ 
propion tablets and 
capsules. 

Vanessa Kemp, a 
financial investiga¬ 
tor with Hertford¬ 
shire Constabulary’s 
economic crime unit, 
said after the hear¬ 
ing she was delight¬ 
ed with the out¬ 
come. 

“Despite being 
struck off and with¬ 
out any care for her 
patients, her greed 
and selfishness mot¬ 
ivated her to pose as 
a registered medical 
practitioner and pre¬ 
scribe these slim¬ 
ming pills which 
could have put them 
at risk,” said Ms 
Kemp. 

“All the while, 
she spent thousands 
of pounds on living 
an extravagant life¬ 
style without a care 
for the people who 
had placed their 
trust in her.” 

Detective Insp¬ 
ector Ian Butler 
said: “This has been 
a detailed and com¬ 
plex investigation 
which has seen offi¬ 
cers working across 
the country and 
liaising with a num¬ 
ber of police forces 
to establish the full 
circumstances of the 
crime.”

M ORE information has 
been tumbling onto 
the Nostalgia desk 
about Sir Norman Wisdom’s 
association with the town.

The event started with a forecount 
played by the Metropolitan Police 
Central Band, followed by a 
performance by organist Gerald 
Shaw 

Following the National Anthem the 
formal opening ceremony was 
conducted by the chairman of 
Harlow Urban District Council, Mr 
E.W. Buckle. 


The event was also marked with a 
personal appearance from British 
actor Michael Craig before showings 
of Disney’s TheAma Girls and 
Running Dry. Then came the 
screening of Follow A Star. 

The pamphlet reads: “Like birthdays, 
Christmas, Hogmanay and other 
happy occasions, new Norman 
Wisdom films come round once a 
year.” 

Meanwhile, Ray and Dorothy Wood, 
of Spinning Wheel Mead, brought in 
another programme, this time from 
when Norman brought his special 
brand of tomfoolery to The 
Playhouse. 

“I remember the show,” said Dorothy. 
“He did his Mr Grimsdale act. It was 


great to see famous people from your 
youth live at The Playhouse. I 
remember seeing Ken Dodd and Max 
Bygraves, who I preferred, but my 
husband liked Norman Wisdom.” 

The programme features this classic 
anecdote from Norman’s youth. 

“I did a lot of gymnastics and I often 
shadow-boxed with an imaginary 
partner. Then, when I let the 
imaginary fellow knock me down, 
that was the first step towards the 
tumbles I later did in my stage act.”

W hat’s your best memory 
of Subaru’s Impreza? 
Like many it’s likely to 
be a blue car with a big wing 
flying through a forest at an 
impossible speed. It might even 
have the late, great Colin McRae 
at the wheel. 

Like all good things, such 
memories don’t last forever. 
Subaru’s bold choice to switch 
from a four-door saloon to a five- 
door hatch stunned loyal fans. 
There are always two sides to 
this of course, and Subaru”s 
desire to boost its business with 
a more Euro-friendly hatch was 
a perfectly understandable one. 
WRX and STi performance 
models followed and have, on 
the whole, been well received. 
But here’s the thing; with 
Subaru now keen to reposition 
itself as a maker of semi¬ 
premium models and a recent 
resurgence in the popularity of 
compact, premium sports 
saloons, the four-door Impreza 
WRX STi is back. 

Only don’t call it an Impreza - 
Subaru isn’t - as dropping the 
name is part of a bigger 
rebranding plan for the high 
performance variant. Of course, 
if it looks like an Impreza and 
goes like an Impreza it must be 
an Impreza. 


A development of the existing 
five-door, adding a boot has 
brought back a familiar profile. 
One thing missing is a mile-high 
rear wing, although a modest 
one can be specified. Again, this 
is part of Subaru’s premium 
repositioning of the car. Lary 
wings are a throwback to past 
times, crazy insurance 
premiums and, in Subaru’s case, 
a high profile motorsport 
programme. 

That’s not to say that the car 
itself has gone soft. With 300 
horsepower available from 
Subaru’s now familiar 2.5-litre 
four-cylinder ‘Boxer’ turbo 
engine, this WRX STi has been 
designed to deliver all the usual 
thrills but with more polish. 
Certainly, the lack of a monster 


rear wing helps with that image. 
Frankly the four-door WRX STi 
is chunky and imposing enough 
without it. Its muscular wheel 
arches and deep front bumper 
send out all the right messages. 
At the rear the quad tailpipes 
ape those of the Impreza hatch, 
but this time there’s no race car¬ 
like diffuser. 

In keeping with the car’s 
newfound premium positioning, 
the cabin includes higher grade 
materials. The obvious change 
from the regular Impreza is the 
inclusion of a pair of Recaro 
sports seats for driver and front 
seat passenger. 

The rest of the improvements 
are more than skin deep, with 
this Impreza adopting the ‘Spec 
C’ suspension specification that 


would be more familiar to fans 
of Japanese market import 
models. Changes to the dampers, 
anti-roll bars, bushes and the 
steering have resulted in a more 
rounded character. 

Less ‘pointy’ and nervous than 
UK market STi cars of old yet 
capable of striking a pleasing 
balance of ride comfort and 
agility on poorly surfaced roads, 
this new WRX STi is still eye- 
poppingly rapid when it counts 
but won’t dislodge your fillings 
in the process. 

The car’s ability to cover ground 
at a rapid pace is without 
question. The slight rear bias of 
the four-wheel drive system 
allows you to have some fun in 
the corners, too. That you can 
fine tune the behaviour of the 


centre differential and the 
throttle response adds a 
welcome extra layer to the 
experience. 

Also welcome is the generous 
level of standard equipment on 
this WRX STi. The noticeable 
uplift in cabin quality is worthy 
of praise, as is the inclusion of 
numerous airbags, an 
unobtrusive electronic stability 
system and a decent audio unit 
boasting auxiliary and iPod 
inputs, plus Bluetooth phone 
connectivity. 

With its unusual but torquey 
turbo engine and the inclusion 
of an intelligent all-wheel drive 
system, Subaru’s four-door WRX 
STi model offers enthusiasts a 
driving experience that’s unique 
in this sector. Sure, most semi¬ 
premium cars at this price point 
are quick, but none can match 
the Subaru’s quirky character 
and all-weather capabilities. 

In a world where ‘me-too’ has 
become the default setting for 
everything from exterior design 
to steering feel, it’s refreshing to 
see a maker brave enough to 
stick to its principals. Subaru 
acknowledges that the WRX STi 
won’t appeal to everyone, but if 
you find yourself drawn to the 
WRX STi’s blend of styling and 
performance you’re destined to 
have a blast.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 



Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV f so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 


• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Keep the faith 

Coach upbeat as Osagie can build on Delhi result

TOP athletics coach 
Craig Winrow believes 
Great Britain middle 
distance runner 

Andrew Osagie can be 
an international force 
for the next 10 years! 

Osagie, from North- 
brooks in Harlow, repre¬ 
sented England at the 
Commonwealth Games in 
India earlier this month. 

The runner, pictured right, 
just failed to make the final of 
the men’s 800m in Delhi with a 
time of 1 min 47.52 secs in his 
semi-final. 

But at 22 years of age he 
certainly has time on his side 
as he continues to raise eye¬ 
brows in the world of athletics. 

Osagie qualified for the 
semi-finals of the 800m at the 
IAAF World Indoor 
Championships in Doha, Qatar 
in March. 

Winrow, who has been 
Osagie’s coach for the last 
three years, competed for 
Great Britain in the 800m at 
the Atlanta Games in 1996. 

He said: “I would love to see 
him in both the next Olympics. 
He could do another 10 years if 
he decided to go that far. 

“A lot depends on how you 
treat your body. You can keep 
on going until your mind lets 



you down.” 

Winrow feels Osagie has 
some way to go if he wants to 
challenge for medals at the 
Olympics, but said things 
could change and was reticent 
about outright predictions. 

“He would have to run at 


least 1:43, which is three sec¬ 
onds quicker than what he can 
do at the moment,” said 
Winrow. 

“However, things can 
progress quickly with Andrew. 
It all comes down to how much 
training he can do. With some¬ 


one of his talent he can make 
big leaps.” 

Osagie has had his fair share 
of injuries over the last few 
years, but Winrow hopes these 
are behind the former 
Feventhorpe School pupil. 

“We need hiccups to stop 
happening but the injuries are 
getting less. I want to get him 
in the best shape possible so he 
is in with a shout [of a medal in 
Fondon 2012],” he said. 

The European Indoor 
Championships [in Paris] next 
March and World Athletics 
Championships [starting in 
Korea next August] are key 
progress points in 2011, but 
Winrow stressed that Fondon 
2012 should not be the sole 
aim for Osagie. 

“The Kenyans will not be 
there for the Europeans and he 
will be looking to get to the 
final and go for a medal,” he 
said. 

“The World Championships 
will be a much higher standard 
and you need to be running 
1:43 or 1:44 to be up there.” 

He added: “Everybody is 
pushing for the Olympics in 
2012 but it is not the be all and 
end all. Andrew will get 
stronger as he gets older and 
there is the 2016 Olympics.” 

Fooking back at the 
Commonwealth Games, 
Winrow said: “He did OK tac¬ 
tically but in the last bend 
Andrew did not see the guy 
that came past him at the end.”
